the fiercest anc most selfish passions of mun, white and black, 
have vented themselves fap fiur centuries, The white shiver 
tame here far his merchandiae, the llack alave-owner ashore 
supplied the trele, ond Uf his Larrncwons were enply whet a 
enigo wos ninklod, a qtantityv af trade eoeds—rurh, gin, cloth, ond 
trinkeld—aecomplished hit pire in a moment. It was in 
very truth a survival of the stronger, and one nntive was as eager 
to sell his brother o& he wos to collect tie pay from the motive 
proquneur, 

The old Cirain const is comprised within the Republic. of 
Liberia, while the Ivory const, now Freneh territory, it adjacent 
on the southeast, T he Shove cutis externa from the Niger sotie 
200) miles wost to the Gol coast, the latter section of the Guinea 
coast lying between the oldl Ivory and Slave comtta A hundred 
vers age thie cistinotive narties were applied by all weapraphers, 
hat teday only the Gold const is to be fond oo our inp, Three 
hitidred and fifty wilesof the Intter const belong to Great Britain, 
while the interior borders of the coldnwy, of whith this sen-oonat 
forms one boondary, streteh away toward the north as far ae the 
Ashanti country, Since the rorent taking of Kumeassi nd the 
downfall of the Ashanti confedortion the hinterland of the 
colony has heen extended Lt} miles further to the north. 

Between the enstern tnd the western boutidaries of the Gold 
covat the view presented frown the vem is varind dnd pitino reaq te, 
The shore ia often virt with great rocks over whith the surf brvaks 
with tremendous force; again, n sandy beach, fringed with tall, 
apectril poli, whieh stand like mute sentinels goarline the ap- 
prouch to the forlorn shere, doparates:the cocitn from anlt lagoons 
and swaps of immense aren, while in ploces the tiouthes of 
rivers revea) themselves by the presence of clingorout bard, over 
whieh the waters boil and seothe, affording fair warming of thoir 
existence to anxious mariners, The villagesof the natives are 
discernible at frequent intervals, and « fair appreciation of archi- 
tectural taste is eviticed in the construction of their huts. Reet. 
anuular houses of swish, or adobe, sometimes with « second 
alory, take the place of the rude huts of the Geain and Tyory 
eiyita, and ameny these are interspersed the more retentions 
residences of European traders, and forts which have been ervetod 
from time to thine divriig the past four centurics. 

As oarly aa the middle of the fourteenth oontury the Gold const 
was known to the European: world, bat mot until 147), when the 
Portuguese navigaters, Juan de Santarem and Pedro Exeohar

Cune Const Castle 4 vielit miles onset of Kimina, While the 
litter wok utuler Duteh contral twas the port-of the Ashants 
Country, HOt SsmMcey Lie ex pecliion Pere) test Tings Kowaoth Ln LSis—i 4, 
when «toa through the dense furest was constricted ty Kumasi 
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froin Cape Const Cudtle, the trade has followed this route, and 
thus the latter place has developed inte a town of seme commer- 
elilimportanoe, Palm-oil, palm-kernels, ginger, eold-dust, ma- 
hounny, monkey skins, cumwood, and robler are exported in 
chormous quantities ty Englund and the Kuropean continent. 
from this port in exchange for rum, gin, loth, trinkets, and other 
articles of Europenn manufacture. The castle from which this 
Inst-named town takes its name waa boilt by the Portiiguese and 
taken by the Dutch in the seventeenth century, but ainee 1606 
ithas been a Brittsh possession. Tk is a spneioma,strongly forti- 
fied, stone building, and back of it at a distance of two miles rise 
a sering of heavily timberad hilly, which have an altitude-of eqrhe 
or niné hundred fewt Between the fort and theso hills ties the 
town, Akkm, the seat af government of the Guld Coust colony, 
is about sixty miles cnet of Cape Const Castle, There ure numer- 
ous sinaller towns and trading posts along the const, but their 
European population is limited to two or three traders and an 
oocaaional missionary. 

The shore is-diffienlt of mecess; as is the case along the writire 
Guines coast; sand-bars block the mouths of rivers; and har 
bert cre lacking; consequently passengers and cargo are die 
charged in loats through x heavy surf on a frequently dangorous 
broach aml tanya human fife and many a ton of valuable mer- 
chandise have been lost in the effort to affeet a lunding. ‘These 
suri-hoots aro Knglish built, of heavy timber, are tiventy-cight 
feet long, six feet bevin, ond have long, overlapping bow and 
stern inorder that they tiaysurnictint and not evt the breakers. 
A boat's crew iemnade op of eleven mon wo a coxawain, ‘The 
latter ateere with an ordinary long-bladwd, atenight oar or sweep, 
while the crew sit on the-gunwales of the ‘baut and propel tt 
with pritidles, the blades of which are fashioned got wuilike i 
trident. The crew are almost naked,a loin cloth being the only 
attempt at clothing. They #ing listily while paddling, bestow- 
ing fulsome prtige on the particular individual who has engnzed 
thom, and chanting vigorously of the amount of “ dash," equiva- 
lent to the “hakshish "ofthe Enst, which he will probably shower 
upon them when they have landed himinmfety, 9 

The population of the Gold Const colony, excluding the tries 
of the Ashanti confoderation, is roughly estimated ab 2,000,000, 
of whom only about 150 are Enropoans. There ire hiariy dif. 
ferent tribes of natives, speaking-various languages or dialects, 
bot all belonging to the negro mee. The tribes of the Fanti 
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confederation. who tne the coast from Elmina to Akkra, deserve 
* #pecial mention a¢ having from time immemorial been brought 
into close contact with the British. OW the natives who have 
tuigrated to the calony within the last filty years, tho most im- 


portant are the Mohutumedan Haussas, fron the Niger distrivts 


of the ititerior, who man the ranks of the military palice, armed, 
the Kronen, from thy comet to the west, ‘The Lutter area most 
useful eloment, but are somewhat unatable, a& they bevanrienled y 
Teturn to the Kru coast aa soon’ ae they have qari! o stall 
competence. Most of the natives are still pues, Dit the yrs. 


etico of Christian missionaries among then forthe last fifty vaars 
his at lenst resulted in their modifying their fetioh worship anil.

The Fatitis ste an inoffensive, peace-loving, happy-hearted 


fade, who toudily snecumbed ‘to European argreseion, bit have 
heen exeoedingly lath to necept ite civilization and Chriatinnit ¥. 
In common with the other nutives of Woat Aftien, with the ex- 
coption of the Hyussas awl the Kraomen, the Fanti i& shiftless 
ani will work ooly when it is Absolutely necessary, Centuries 
of life without « want that nature did mot lavishly supply have 
quite spoilia hina tor the advantages of civiliaution and ite awe- 
cntapanying responsibilities, anid it de no easy task to convert 
hin to the ways. of European life; sot he is tractable and read 
ily guverned, and the eolontal official and trader find no great 
difficulty ju utilizing Biin fot many purpotes. He has a full 
approdintion of justiod, is honest, haspliable te stranvers who 
approach bim for no eril purpose, and hos on whealute faith jy 
the syporior beauties ond mlyantoges of Fantilafid, thotigh to 
the white man it seems the dreariest and mast hopeleda plaoe in 
the world, anid official shatiatics prove Tt to he the must deadly 
apotan the fice of the earth for the foreigner of every nation- 
ality. In the year 1495, for instance, the avernge European 
popilation of Cape Comat Castle was thirty-two, OF these, sev- 
eileen died during the firat two months of the year from the 
mnliznant fevers which plaoue the cuest at all seaman. Tt ia 
truo that, ss o British colonial report apologetically states, it 
Walt bod season on the eosst, but the feures for overy other 
year show an appalling dewth-rmte among Europuans ut all sta- 
tions on the Slave and Gold enuste So far oa can be judged 
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fram Imperfeot statistics, thé Gmin const and the British eoln- 
nhiew of Sterrs Leone and the Gambia, and alee the region be 
twoen the Niger delta ond the mouth of the Kongo, are by com 
parison lesa deadly, but this is indeed faint prove. 

The stranger visiting the Gold const will at first be sorely puz- 
fled by the similarity of the tame of the natives. Every ehilif 
takes ite surtianie from the week-lay of ite bitth,and strangers 
theirs from the day of their arrival, with an additional sclericqtnet. 
descriptive of sone personal poctliarity. For inetanoe, » child 
hori on Wednesday receives the name of that day of the week, 
Kwako, Kwihiin (Tuesday) ond Kwako are held to be “strong 
days “of birth; but children thatappest on Fridays, Saturilnys. 
anid Mondays are considered“ wenle as water.” Nothing will in- 
duet the Fanti to sicep with his hoad toward the sen or to take 
possession of a new dwelling-honse on a ‘Tuesday or Friday, both 
these days being regurded as unlucky for this purpose, Paternal 
affection and filial love apparently do not exist The mother 
nurses her child for one or two years, and then it must shift for 
iteelf. There is ne Appearance of affection even between hus 
bande and wives, or between parents and children; and Donean, 
an English traveler who visited the Gold const fifty yours ago, 
stutes that many parents offered to sell bim thetr sons or 
daughters os slaves. 

In comrion with many other nativesof Africa, the Fanti lives 
in close commanion with the vague and mysterions beings of the 
onsen world, A large proportion. of his tin is spent in con- 
sulting.or appessing the deities that inhabit, the earth, the alr, 
the soa, the rivers, and even trees, stinks, stones, and bits of cloth. 
If he is iil, he believes that his vncestor are summoning him, 
and he at ones procedils to consult the fetichman, The latter 
is piven a fee amd js requested to present the sick man's excises 
to the expentant shades, ‘These futich priests genorilly exercise 
groit influence over their superstitious follows. Somotinies the 
departed is sipyiosed to have returned to earth in the body of a 
child, and vet reniaining in Deadland, thos giving rise to the 
nesertion hy sone trovelers that the dockrine of metem payelasis 
obtains among the Fantis: They bury their dead in their hotiee, 
choosing a room that can afterward be kept fastened! up or ee- 
eluded. This custom the colonial wuthoritie: haye attempted to 


abolikh on aanitary grownils, but the effort has wot wholly aine- 


ceelel, So muck homage did the Eeyptinns pay to their dead, 
that it wos said that they lived in Hades, mther than on the

There wat an time when the Fantia were the most powerful 
tribe of the Gald canst, but during the last eaotury they have 
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stifferei! sn ming crashing defeats from the. Ashantis that they 
have lost their national spirit, and are regarded hoth by the Brit- 
ish dnd by their hereditury eneraics as arrant cowards, Jannied 
is held by individuals and familios in severnity undue well recog- 
nized roles, hut boundary disputes are (reqaent, and are gener 
ally detertined Ly the momory of the oldest inbubttants, The 
Pautis are good artisons and make musionl instruments (inatru- 
tenia of tortdite they seem to the white ‘mins ent), aii) iron 
Imploments for agricultural juirpoeses, ond they weave linndeone 
cloths io nurrow strips, which ane sewn together «i ne te make 
them of any size required. Children go naked up to thoir ninth 
or tenth yearn Men of the apperamd middle classes wear roles 
al Manchester cotton, it exactly the same manneras the Homans 
wort the tows. Married Women expose the upper half of the 
hol ¥ dod wear capiecious cloths, which tre deftly fastened ala

As the shore is difficult of asedss from the i, so Knead 
ind the interior are difficult of scvess froin the cast The 
comntry lire in the forest belt of the continent, and the white 
man travels with difficulty. The native enn wend his wav along 
the narrow path, sleeping wherever nthtfall may find him, and 
eating from bie own supply of kenke, (iful,or plantain. Hat 
the white man mitt provide himself with hatumeckmen, if he 
would spake himself, and carriers to tringpert hie food supplies 
mil piureprloerrintion ; fey feveh, tly eemeaien ry firepirations fora trip 
ef a few hundred mile: through the avernve Afrioan hinterland 
ure quite ne extensive os for a triparound the world by the regu- 
lar routes of truvel. For a week after landing at Crip Cine 
Castle in Jantiory of last year, Tdevoted my utitire Hine to et 
gaging carriers, hammocknren, sod attendants, Ln this I waw 
assisted by a Fanti youth #f sixteen years, Amonh ly name. wha 
spoke fair English and a dogen native dialects in. addition to his: 
own tongue, His grandfather, a great war chief, enjoyed a pen- 
sion of aeven pounds a month from the Britiah goverment for 
services rividered the colony in the Ashanti war of PSTa-74, and 
thia «listinetion gave Anmimh superlative standing both in lis 
own estimation and that of bis friends, 

The distance from Cop) Coast Castle to Kunmnes) ig 142 piles, 
atid TF jroreded the identi¢nl rowle takun lw the expedition of 
1874 dnder Sir Giarnet Wolseley. Praheo, a town of not leas 
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that 10,000 inhabitants; i= sitaated on the Prob river, 72 miles 
from theeonst, and this] reacherl at the end of ten days. Thy 

road from the oust to this point hss been through the Assin 
country, a veritable wilderness of switmp and virgin forest, the 
monotony of whieh was braken only by great tumboo groves 





anid ly stagnant pools of fetid water, Village of from 50 to 500 


huts Were passed at intervals af a few miles, and in oll of them 
the inhabitants proved bospitable and honest, The P'mh, whieh 
forma the suuthurn bouidary of the Ashanti comatry,; is an in 
divnificant streant whose course is frequently interrapted by 
ripidsand shoals. In thodry season it is navigable only a ahiort 
distunen from its mouth, nenr Chara, 30) miles weat of Cape Const 
Custie. As water it a precious commodity on the Guid oot, 
partionlarly during the dry season, the natives have imposed the 
torm “sacred upon it. although it may have been in deference 
to the particular ged which makos its habitat therein 


The path from Pralisu to Kumasshi threads its way through 
the Adansal country, For days ato time the light of the sun 


never plerces the gloomy forest, and, although the traveleris thus 
protected from ihe flerce tropical hout, the daniy almosphere ts 
most depréssing. Forty miles south of Kumasst is Mie Memse or 
Adansal hil. Stanley, in 1ST#, roughly etimated its altitude at 
1.600 feet, but recentobservations determing it tobe bat Ti. Tt 
is a abrupt elevation, and a hundred Ashantis with salem 
guns could easily repulse ten thousand adversaries from ite rigyeal 
slopws wid passes, On our fourteenth day out from the citat a 
small Ashanti village. within four miles of Kuminani, wae reached. 
My carriers iiaisted upon stopping here for an hour in orler to 
prepuce for as inipesing antry into the eapital Of the Astueimt 
kingdom, When we resumed our jourioy we found the phys- 
enl features of the country changing rapidly. The forest liad 
disap pwited, and we pasted plong a narrow rom, lined on either 
lida) with tall pHausteatace and Unnanns, until we emerged inti an 
open plain coversd with stubble. Over this plain our path lod 
for some two hundred yards, yotil the edge of the swamp which 
surrounds Konassi was touched. A conluroy foad miade this 
casy of passage, and we soon found ourelves marching up 4 
slicht icine that liroadeuned into a wite street or averte which, 
ae we dtterwurd learned, wae the main street of Kutiossi, The 
first glimpse wis disappointing, ‘Travelers, from Bowditeli to 
‘Winwnad Reade, have described Kumussi a4 a city of preten- 
tions hotises, pamessing o stone palace wherein the king lived. in 
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eredt eplindar, kod containing a population variously estimated 
nt from 40,00) to 10000 But the first view convinced me that, 
Whatever Kumassi tiav hare been in the past, itowas now but, 
poorly built town of afew thousaid hut, Later ind more enre- 
hi observations confirmed me tm this estimate.

Por threes conturic: Ashanti has maintain! its existence as o 
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confederation of powerful tribes, acknowledging of ti only rival 
the neigh bering kingdom ae Dahomey. Fro: thie hevinniine cf 
the ceventewnth century down to the present time ite history 16 
replete with bloody wars and merceniry incursions on weaker 
tribes. and amony the Intter the Fantis have felt lta merciless 
heel only too often, Great Brituin haa daring the present cen- 
tury sent five oxpaditions against Ashanti, and, with the excep 
Hor of the hist one; with but little success, In The Sir Charles 
MiCarthy. governor-general of the Britiah possessions on the 
Gold coset. lola large foroo of loyal natives ax far north as Slane, 
where the Ashantis gave battle, Sir Charlesand his officor were 
captured and put te death, their bones being distributed among 
the Ashanti chiets and suly-chiefs as tolismans, Between 1824 acid 
[sia two other aoxpreel ris ‘La Were dis pate hid myer vist Lt at Ashnntis 
by Gariat Britain, bot both of them were driven back to the coast. 
In 1874. however, Sir Garnet Wolseley murclied straight into 
Kumnsat at the head of only 1400.troops, among whom were the 
421 Highlanders, the famous ~ Black Watch” of the Indinn 
mutiny: butalthengh Kumass: wie sacked nocd burned, the 
expedition accomplished little beyond inspiring Hie natives with 
a high opinion of British valor. 
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Toward the end of 1895 the once powerful Ashanti eonfedern- 
tint Keel beodme greatly wea lend liv the se Session oF 
wavertiig lowaliy of its constituent tribes, ‘Thee were ten in

Traveled coming from the South will find in the deaply in- 
dented coast lands of the state of Maine a type of landscape
